STRONG THREAT BY THE 
POLICE. 


Action against the Hongkong 
Amusements for having caused 
altorationa to be made -to tho 
operating room at the Queen's 
Theatre without _jetinlaston was 
taken by the Building Authority 
before Mr. Lindasell at. the: Con- 
tral Police Court yesterday aftor- 
noon when two summonses in res- 
pect of tho unauthorised altorn- 
tions were brought against the 
Secretary and the owner respec- 
tively. 

Mr. C. 8. Rosselet, as Secretary 
of Hongkong ‘Amusements, was 
summoned for carrying out work 
or causing work to be carried aut 
on the Quéen’s Theatre without 
the permission of the Building 
Authority, to wit, that he did erect 
or cause to be erected brick walls 
forming & rewinding room and he 
did cut or cause to be cut a hole 
in the floor of the room now used 
as the operating room. 

There was also a summons 
ngainst Mr. Ma Tsui-chiu, the 
registered owner of the Queen's 
Thentre, he being accused of 
aHowing the work to be carried 
out. 

Mr, L. E, Longbottom, Chief 
Draughtrman of the Public. Works 
Dopartment, appeared as the com- 
plainant, while the Hon. Mr. EF. D. 
C. Wolfe (Inspector General of j 
Police} ond Mr. H. TT. Brooka 
(Superintendent of the Fire Bri- 
rade) were uso in Court, 

Mr. H. J. Armstrong of Messrs. 
Dencona appeared for both Mr. 
Roxselet and Mr, Ma, 

In, reply to his Worshj Mr. 
Armstrong entered a plea of 
rullty to on technical offence nn 
far as the Company was epicern- 
ed, that was on the summons 
against, Mr. Roasclet; but he 
understood from Mr. Longbottom 
that the prosecution was not 
pressing the case agafnat the 
owner, j 

Mr, Longbottom confirmed Mr, 
Armatrong’s remark. and bia Wor- 
ship dismissed =the summons 
ayrainat the owner. : 

Alterations Explained, 

In explaining the details of the 
alterations, Mr. Longbottom said 
that the Company had erected 
Ahelr operating room and a re- 
winding: room in such positions 
that they constituted a grave dan- 
xer to the safety of the public. 
The rewlnding room wns cons- 
tructed in a lobby and was ab- 
solutcly unventilnted except for 
the door opening into the passage 
to, which the public had access, 
this being the main means of 
egregs from the upper circle, 

Mr. Longbottom said the altua- 
; Made jt, dan- 
gerous in the event of fire in 
either of the rooms. Egress 
might be entirely stopped from the 
upper circle and there might also 
be a panic on the ground floor. 

Owiny to the seriousness of the 
alterations which were made, the 
authoritics dispensed with the 
notice usually served prior te 
prosecution and asked his Wor- 
ship to hold that « notice under 
the circumstances was not neces- 
Bary, | -- Ris 
In reply to’ his Worship, Mr. 
Longbottom oxplaincd that the 
original operating room was taken 
exception to-in 1929 and when 
inspection was made with a view 
to the renewal of the Entertain- 
ment Licence on October 30 Inst 
the building was considered quite 
satisfactory, A further inspec- 
tion was made’ on January 31 
when the alterations mentioned in 
the summons had taken place, 
‘and the operating machines moved 
back to the room to which excep- 
tion had been taken in 1929, An- 
other room had also been cons- 
tructed for use as a rewinding 
room, This room was construct- 
ed on the level below the operat- 
ing room and communication be- 
tween the two was maintained by 
means of 1 small lift which work- 
ed in a hole cut In the floor. 

More Than Technical.- 

“His Worship remarked to Mr. 
Armatrong that {it appeared to him 
to be more than <a technical 
offence. * 

Mr, Armstrong replied that an 
inapection of the premises would 
reven) that the alterations were of 
a minor character. He thought It

After 
explaining how, in the event of a 
fire, tho safety of the audience 
would be endangered, Mr. Wolfe 
safd that It was) « most serious 
matter, 

Mr. Armstrong remarked that 
the alterations were made to pro- 
vide more accommodation for the 
“talkies,” but this, the Ion. Mr. 
Wolfe denied and produced a fet- 
ter recelved from the owner. 

Company Had No Notice, 

Mr: Armstrong sald that he 
did not think that the Company 
could, in anyway, be bound by a 
letter which the owner might have 
written. Objection was taken to 
the room in 1929 by the Fire Bri- 
wade who required that a further 
stnirease be Installed, and this 
matter was referred by the Com- 
pany, who were the tenants, to the 
owner to deal with. The owner 
apparently dealt direct with the Fire 
Brigade authorities and‘ the are 
ter was then sottled. As fo 
the Company were ciicersed thc the 
present operating room had never 
been condemned, The Company 
had never ‘been told by the Fire 
Brigade authorities, 

» Hig Worship commented that 
the Company ‘must lave known 
the circumstances, . 

Mr. Armstrong said that the 
alterations were made to give the 
Company larger accommodation 
for “talkics.” The object was 
for the rewinding of the films to 
be done in n room separate from 
the operating room, whereas’ pre-. 
viously the rewinding was done in 
the operating room. The reason 
why the old operating room was 
not used was because it was too 
far from the sercen and the talk- 
ing. apparatus could not work 
satisfactorily. He did not agree 
that o fire in the rewinding room 
would block the passages or exits. 
The rewinding room was ina 
sort of mezzanine floor, ‘ 

‘A Double Danger. 

The Hon, Mr, Wolfe described the 
rewinding room as having doubled 
the danger of the previous ar- 
rangement when the work of 
operating and rewinding wero 
done in the same fire-proof room, 

Mr. Armstrong sald that 
Company was only too anxious to 
observe the regulations and would 
not do anything In any way to 
endanger its licence. 

Mr, Longbottom informed hia 
Worship that he was asking for 
an order for the premises to be re- 
Inatated to the satisfaction of the 
Building Authority and that the 
theatre be closed te tho public un- 
ti] such time og the order was 
sony lee with.

THE SMALL-POX 
QUESTION. 


A very unwise concession in the 
matter of public health has been 
removed by the Sanitary Beard hav- 
Ing rescinded the resolution which 
permitted the treatment of small- 
pox cases In the homes of patients 
so long as the cases were notified, 
all the Inmates vaccinated and 2 no. 
tice displayed intimating that there 
was a xsmall-pox  stfferer on the 
premises. Under the terma of this 
resolution, the right to enjoy home 
treatment on the conditions indic- 
ated was definitely established, even 
in face of official admissiona that 
adequite isolation in the majority 
of cases was quite impossible, That 
right is, we are glad to record, 
now taken away, although it would 
‘appear that the Medical Officer of 
Health is permitted the use of dis- 
cretion In the matter and might 
allow home treatment where he is 
satisfied that isolation is effective. 
Little. if any, objection can be taken 
to this exception to the genernl rule, 
provided, as we nssume it will be, 
the diseretion is tardily exercised. 

We must congratulate Mr. M.K. 
Lo on the change of attitude which 
hiss speech at Tuesday’s meeting: 
of the Board indicated. Hitherto 
he had been a champion of home 
trentment, but he now realises that 
the .experfment has fatled 
very wisely gives way to- expert 
opinion on the subject. On the 
other hand, Mr. Wong Kwong-tin 
revealed himself as a ‘“Die-Hard.” 
Indeed, his arguments against 
compulsory isolation strike us its 
representing un astounding out- 
look in these enlightened days. 
To supgest, ax he did, that, to the 
average Chinese, compulsory isola. 
tion is comparable to 4 prison sen- 
tence and all the horrors assocint- 
ed with St, seenis ‘Unbelievable. 
Similarly, how Mr. Wong, can 
seriously sugyest that to attempt 
compulsory isolation ia brutal 
passes our comprehension. Mr. 
Wong stated in thé course of his 
speech that our Isolation hos- 
pitals are not all that they might 
be, but he will surely concede that 
they are in every “way infinitely 
superior: for the. treatment of :in- 
fectiova diseases than the hovels 
intwhich so many of the pooror 
class Chinese live. We must alio 
Join issue with Mr. Wong when he 
argues that the objection to hos- 
pital treatment -is explained by 
the Chinese’ fondness for thelr 
homes. Our own view js that the 
Mleged attachment to their homes 
is not the dominating factor in 
the enso of the illiterate and ignor- 


and 


aht soctions of the’ community who 
ara tho: poople with which the 
health authorities ‘are most con- 
cerned. The fact of-the matter is 
that theso people may. practically 
no heed whatever to any health 
menaure inatituted by the Govern- 
ment. Mr. Wong thinks compul- 
sory vaccination, and not isola- 
tion, is the better way of tackling 
the problem. He seems, however, 
to overlook the fact that compul- 
Bory vaccination is the Inw of the 
Colony alrendy, Admittedly, it is 
not reapected, but, aa we have re- 
marked, that is precisely the trou- 
ble—the great bulk of the popula- 
tion will not observe the health 
laws, If by 80 doing they are giyen 
any inconvenience or trouble. 
The logical outeame’ of granting 
latitude to people af this type 
would be to let them live without 
interference of any kind. That, 
however, would be the’ sheerest 
folly, ‘ : 

The Board, in our opinion, has 
tnken the only course open to it, 
as guardians of the public health,. 
by rescinding a resolution which 
ought never to have been pasred. 
There can and will be no question 
of small-pox patients — being 
“brutally” treated; it will be to 
their own advantage. as well as to 
that of the community generally, 
to see that they are properly look- 
ed after. We agree with Mr. 
Wong, however, that much more 
Might be done in the way of pro- 
Paganda. In this respect, Hong- 
kong is far behind the times. 
Street preachers should be of the 
utmost value ip this respect, and 
thelr efforts should be reinforced 
by all-the-year-round printed -pro- 
paganda. Ibis not enough to take 
curative Measures. Education of 
the masses is the great need, That 
accomplished, the problem will au- 
tomatically disappear. « 


Wang Shac-hung. 


The Nanking Government would 
seem to be capable of any shabby 
trick if vhere is truth in the report 
of the arrest: of General Wang 
Shao-hung. The Kwangsi leader, it 
is true, recelved » much friendly 
advice: semi-jocular warnings of 
the danger of walking into the 
lion's den were plentiful; but 
General Wang proceeded to Nan- 
king without personal misgiving, 
desirous of settling the long-stund- 
ing dispute between the Kwangsi 
faction and Nanking, and, if truth 
be told, few people seriously | bee. 
lieved .the Government leaders to 
be so lost to honour and dignity, 
ux to deprive General Wang of his 
liberty, Such want of good faith in 
the past has constituted Nanking’s 
Xreatest handicap in the unificn- 
tion of ‘the country. An Amnesty 
Lill was passed quite recently, but 
Marshal Li Chai-sum is still vir- 
tually the prisoner of Chiang Kni- 
shek. It Is. not surprising’ that 
civil war has devastated the 
country since the * Revolution 
when such incidents ean and do 
happen, when Individuals whose 
views do not entirely ‘coincide with 
those of very powerful leaders are 
Hable to arrest and incarceration 
without trial, It is, therefore, 
much to be fonred that, while Nan- 
king holds most of the cards at the 
moment, the cessati-n of military 
xctivity, in reality, can only be an 
armiatice. .If the present lenders 
cannot be trusted, it follows they 
will never be willingly accepted. 
The fact of the matter seems to be 
that the time has come when poll- 
tical opposition in China must be 
legally tolerated and’ protected, 
when the Government must be 
snfeguarded by a Bill of Rights, 
wher. popular representation 
in a National Assembly must be 
conceded to the people in .aome 
form or other.. Until such con- 
cessions are-made, the Nanking

The first and accond defendants 
were charged with having kidnap- 
ped Ng Ying, « male child, aged 
seven years, from No. 7, Parkes 
Street, on Janunry 17. Thoy were 
also charged with having kidnapped 
Fu Ngau, from No, 63, Sal Ton 
village on February 1,. The third 
dofendant was charged with having 
harboured Fu Ngan in a hut in Sai 
Tau village. 

Deteetive Sergeant Fitches said 
the three defendants were members 
of n kidnappers’ gang operating 
between Hongkong and Chinese ter- 
ritory and had thelr headquartérs in 
Sal ‘Tau Village. - 

Ng Ying, the buy who was the 
subject of the first charge, was 
missing from No, 7, Parkes Street, 
on January 17. He was Jast acen 
in the company of another boy, play- 
ing In the #treet. The first and 
second defendants were alleged to 
have approached them and given 
them twocbirds to play with. They 
then suggested tha: the children 
should go with them to the park. 
At the entrance to the park, the 
first defendant asked one of the 
boys to remain behind and they 
went away with Ng Ying. That 
was the Inst aeen of the child. 

Nothing further happened until 
February 3, when the kidnapped 
bo companion noticed the two 
de Janta in compnny with’ an- 
other going down a staircase of a 
house in Auatin Rond. He imme- 
dintely imformed the victim's par- 
ents, Who gathered together their 
clansmen and went to arrest the de- 
fendanta. A fight ensued. The 
two defendants were arrested und 
taken to the Station, but the other 
Inan got away, 

Jt also happened that on this day 
Fu Ngan, the victim of the second 
charge, managed to escape from a 
hut in the Sai Tau village where he 
had been detained.

INTERESTING LECTURE BY: 
DR. MONTGOMERY. 


Under the auspices of the Hong- 
kong Univorsity Medical Associa- 
tion, an interosting lecture on 
“Radium, ite history, physics, 
source, action and uses” waa de- 
Nvered by Dr. J. Howard Mont- 
Union Assembly 
Room yesterday evening. Profes- 
sor K. H. Digby occupied tho 
chair, and* briefly. introduced tho 
lecturer. . 

Dr. Montgomery said that at the 
height of the interest sroused by 
the discovery of X-Rays by Pro- 
fessor Roentgen in 1896, which 
fumalturised the scientific world 
with a type of rndjation that was 
capable of penetrating objects 
opnque to light, came the news of 
another .discovery from France, 
and thant was that certain sub- 
stances possessing the power of 
radlo-activity were also capable 
of penctrating objects opaque. to 
light. This discovery eventually 
led to the discovery of radium. 

It was in 1896 that Becquerel 
announced his discaverics that 
sults of uranium could, in addition 
to acting upon a photographic 
plate, also cnuse the discharge of 
n gold-lenfed clectroscope. 

Further researches were carried 
on, and Professor and Madame 
Curie eventually {rolated a highly 
active “Impurity” from an uranium 
ore called pitchblende, found in 
the mines in Austria, and this 
they named radium, in 1911. 

Radium, said the lecturer, is a 
rare radio-active chemical element 
with a symbol Ra, belonging to the 
group of alkali earth metals which 
comprises the elements barium, 
strontium, calcium and = mnag- 
nesium. Aa a disintegration pro- 
duct of uranium, radium is never 
found in a natural state apart 
from its parent element. They 
always occur together In the de- 
finite ratio of one .part of radium 
to ench 3,400,000 parts of uranium. 
The atomic weight of radium is 
226. Its chemical behaviour is 
identical with that of barium. In 
its metullic atate it is a pure white 
metal, Photographs can be taken 
from the radiations emitted from 
it, but it is never used in that form 
because it changes quickly when 
exposed to air, and reacts with 
water, decomposing it into 
hydrogen and oxygen with the 
production of radium hydroxide. 
Hence it is always prepared and 
used for therapeutic purposes in 
the form of radium salto. 

Radium sults are divided into 
three groups, the Alpha, Beta and 
Gamma Rays. After describing 
these rays, the lecturer said that 
radium also gives off a heavy radio- 
nective gna known as radium- 
emanation or radon, which is a 
vomparatively short lived = gas, 
and is greatly used in America for 
the treatment of diseases. 

Source of Radium. 

Up to the end of 1922 about -1/4 
of the world's total production of 
radium was in the United States 
of America, but since, then the 
Belgian owtput has been con- 
sistently increasing until now 35 
per cent of the world’s demand is 
supplied from Belgiu ‘The pitch- 
blende or uranium ore is found in 
the Belgian Congo, and from there 
it is packed in sacks and shipped 
to the reduction plants at Oolen, 
where fit is subjected to chemical 
treatment, and finally a product 
yery often pure radium bromide 


has to be separnted from several J. 


million times {ts own weight in 
ore. To produce one gram, that 
was 15.492 grains, of radium, it 
requires 500 tons of ore to be 
treated with 250 tons of chemicals. 

The lecturer next dwelt on the 
general principles of radium ther- 
aphy. Coming to the effects of 
radium on the skin, he said that 
sufficiently big doses of gamma 
rays produce un erythema and a 
sensation of hent. If the irradia- 
tion be prolonged beyond this 
stage, the skin becomes darker, 
deep-red or purple in colour and 
13 followed by blisters and peeling. 
If 2 considerable dose be adminis- 
tered a radium burn {s caused. 

The cffects of irrndintion on 
mallgnant cells and the methods 
of irradiation were ench in turn 
dealt with, and in conclusion the 
lecturer stressed the importance of 
cases being treated in the early 
stage. “Radium . treatment,” he 
snid, “is not to be looked upon as 
the last resort in hopeless cases 
when no other means of treatment 
are available, but is to be looked 
upon as the most. powerful weapon 
at our command {fn fighting cancer 
in the carly stages.” 7

QUESTION OF URDU AS AN 
OPTIONAL SUBJECT.

MR. ARCULLIS . IDEA. 


The. relative value of the Urdu 
language to students of the Ellis 
Kadoorje School for Indians wags 
mentioned by Mr. A. cl Arculli 
when he presented the prizes at 
the annual’ distribution of the 
ElHs Kadoorie Schoo! for Indians 
this morning. 

Mr, A. T. Hamilton (Headmas- 
ter). presided, and welcomed the 
visitora . who. included Mr. R. 
Sutherland (representing the Edu- 
cation Department), Rev. G. E. §, 
Uprdell (Hendmaster-elect), Mrs. 
Sutherland and Mrs. Hamilton. 

After distributing the awards, 
Mr, Arculli addressed the students 
nnd said that his father took a 
grent part in the foundation of the 
school, and ho also liked to keep 
jn touch with its activities: any- 
thing which he could do for the 
school was a Jubour of love. 

The report of the Headmaster 
must be very Aratifying to the 
supporters of the school, showing, 
as it did, continued succesa during 
the past year. It was evident 
that, despite the fall of exchange 
and trade’ depression, the industry 
of education was flourishing here. 
Every branch of industry required 
support for’ expansion, and educa- 
tlon was no exception to the rule. 
For it to succeed, parents must 
co-operate with the tenchers s0 
that the lessons of discipline and 
the application of work which 
were inculeated in school hours 
might be continued in the home. 


The Urdu Question- 


It appeared that there had been 
much more atudy of Urdu during 
the past year. It was made a com. 
pulsory subject when~- the school 
firat started, and ft had remained 
a compulsory subject. © There 
were two-classes of boys who 
attended the school—the boy with 
the Indinn domicile and the boy 
with the local domicile: Tho 
former, when he left that school, 
returned to India to complete his 
studies, and, after leaving school 
there, entered into business in 
India where the study of Urdu was 
necessary. There, for such a boy, 
it was very essential that he 
should atudy Urdu, and such study 
should be encouraged. 

The latter class of boy, -how- 
ever, did not speak the language 
in his home, and when he. left 
that school, he entered a higher 
school in Hongkong, where the 
language was not taught. After 
leaving the higher school, he 
entered local employment where 
the Janguaye was not necessary. 
For such a boy he thought the 
study of Urdu should be optionai, 
thus allowing him to study some 
other subject or to concentrate on 
existing, subjects. He hoped the 
parents would give the matter con- 
sideration. 

He regretted to know that, Mr. 
Hamilton was leaving, although 
he hoped jit was only temporarily. 
in Mr. Upsdell, however, the 
sehool hud a worthy successor, 
and he hoped his stay with them 
would be a pleasant and success- 


Tul one. 

To the boys who had not 
managed to win prizes that day 
he would congratulate them on 
their efforts, and remind them 
that. they -had ‘nequired the habit 
of diligence, and had made the 
key with which to unlock the gate 
of success, eae 


Veodmaster's Report.

Out of 131 boys in the 
achool there are only 67 Urdu-speak- 
ing, boys in the school, 

In the: matter of sport, ovr bays’ 
ure very fortunate. We have- adec- 
quate grounds for the playing of 
footbnll and cricket, both of which 
games are still very- popular -during 
the winter months. In the summer 
we have ping-pong ond swimming.

two legal points submitted by the 
defence, which disputed tho 
logality of the Emergency Regula- 
tlons Ordinance and the Press 
censorship thereunder. 

Mr. T. 3. Whyte-Smith appeared 
for the Secretariat for Chincse 
Affairs, Mr. F, IH. Loseby for the 
Wah Kin, and Mr. J. T. Prior for 
the other'three papers summoned. 

Giving his judyment, Mr. Lind- 
sell anid:

xency Regulations Ordin- 
ance of 1922 Ix wltra vires 
the constitution of | this

Council for the Censorship 
of the Preas gre adtra vires 
the Ordinance, 

To take the Ordinance first, 
Article Va of the Tatters Patent 
of JOM constituting: the office of 
Governor and Commiaunder-ine 
Chief of the Colony of Ionshony 
and its Dependencies and super: 
seeding: the original Letters: Patent 
of 188%, provides for the constitu. 
tion of a Legislative Council; in 
Article VII it Is laid down “that 
“the Governot may, by and with 
the advice of the Legislative Coun- 
cil, make laws for the pence, order 
and ood government of the Col- 
ony”; Article X empowers the 
Governor in his diseretion, but 
subject to any instructions issued 


to him under the Sign Manual, etc.

the Legislative Councils and 
finally Article XIE provides that 
in the making of any laws) the 
Gavernor and Lezislative Council 
shall conform to and observe all 
rules, regulations, and directions 
in that behalf contained ino any 
instructions issued under — the 
Sign Manual and Signet. 

Turning to the — instructions 
which bear the same date as the 
Letters” Patent, 14th February, 
1917, the defence has quoted Arti- 
ele XXVI which lays down that 
the Governor shall not give his 
consent to any DIN affecting: fater 
alia the currency of Lhe Colony or 
subjecting non-Kuropeans to re- 
strictions which are not imposed 
on Kuropeans, and has argued 
that the Emergency Regulations, 
Ordinance which confers, almost 
unlimited powers on the Executive 
Council ja within the cateyory of 
such Bills, Further, even admit. 
ting that the Ordinance, No.5 of 
1922, may be saved by the final 
paragraph of the same 
which expressly empower 
Governor when he has sé 
himself that urgent ne 
exists for bringing such a Inw into 
immediate operation, to. assent 
thereto provided it is not, repuy- 
nant to the law of England, Mr. 
Loseby maintains that this tast 
proyiso destroys the effect of the 
aaving cliuse, inasmuch as any in- 
terference with individual liberty 
and the freedom of the Press is in 
fact repugnant to the Common 
Law of England. 


‘In this connexion, however, I am 
satisfied that the words “repugnant 
to the Iaw of England,” must be 
interpreted in the light of those 
used ‘in Sec, 2 of the Colonial 
Laws Validity Act 1865 (28 & 29 
Vict. .C.63), that is to say “repug- 
nant to the provisions of any Act 
of Parlinment extending to tho 
Colony to which such (colonial) 
Inw may relate or repugnant to 
any ordor or regulation made_un- 
dor authority of such act of Par- 
Hament.”* 

Cf. the Judgment of the Privy 
Coundil in ro Rex. v. Maraie ez 
perte Marafce 1902 A.C. p.53—4 
rends: S 

“There is no doubt that up to 
the pnasing of the Colonial 

Laws Validity Act diMculties 

had arisen and it was for the ex- 

press purpose of getting rid of 
the difficultics raised on the sub- 
ject and particularly in refer- 
ence to the words “repugnant 
to the Jaws of England” that 
the Act was pnascd, because one 
of the common and familfor 
forms whereby the Colonfal 

Lagisiaturea were constituted 

and constitutions given provid- 

ed that nothing’ enacted should 
be repugnant to the laws of 

England: and there fa no doubt 

that that had given rise to some 

doubts and difleultios which the 

Act) was intended to cure. 

Then Jater (paxe 60) “The ob- 

vious purpose and meaning of 

the Statute was to preserve the 
right of the Imperial Logisla- 
ture to leialate even for the 

Colony, although a local Legisla- 

ture had been given, and — to 

make it imposstble when an Ime 
perial Statute has been passed 
expressly for the purpose of 
overning that Colony for the 

Colonial legislature in that sense 

to enact anything repugnant to 

an express law applied to that 

Colony hy the Imperial Legrisl pe 

ture itself.

No Forbidding of Censorship. 


I ean find no Act of Parliament 
forbidding censorship of the Press 
ef. VI Halsbury P, 319, Para, 461. 

“Apart from the general pro- 
visions ensuring the peaceful 
enjoymont of rights of property 
and the freedom of the subject 
from illegal detention, dureas, 
punishment, or taxation, con- 
tained in the four great Char- 
ters ‘or Statutes (Le. Magna 

Carta, the Petition of Right, the 

Bill of Rights and the Act of 

Settlement) which regulate the 

relations between the Crown and 

people, the liberties of the sub- 
ject are not expressly defined in 
nny law or code.” 

Hence I can see no repugnaney 
to any lnw of, England tna local 
Ordinance thit makes provision 
for the establishment of a Press 
censorship, Pro tante at any rate; 
auch an Ordinance will be valid. 

1 hold therefore that on this 
head the defence fails, 

(2). A second line of defence ix 
based on the principle which is 
part of the law of Ayeney, that 
delegatus non poteat delegate, le. 
that an agent cannot without the 
authority of his’ principal bestow 
on a third party any share of his 
responsibility. Hence it ik argue 
ed that the Legislature of this 
Colony, being no more than an

MarL 
time Customs, In accordance wi 
ita contracts to British, subscribers 
to those railway, loans, in view of 
the fact that there had been n re- 
vision of the Chinese tariffs and in 
view also of the abolition of likin. 

Mr. Henderron replied that the 
proposals tabled by the Chincse re- 
presentatives at the Nanking Con- 
ference which opened in November 
seemed to point in the direction 
which Mr. Samuel desired. 

The loans, however, could not be 


| treated independently of the Chin- 


exe Government's other obligations, 
and he (Mr, Henderson) thought it 
better not to anticipate the delibera- 
tions of the Conference at which 
they were being considered. 

Replying ton supplementary ques- 
tion, Mr. Henderson said he could 
not try to have an agreement rench- 
ed before the third, readine of, the 
China Indemnity Bill. If. however, 
the matter was raised in the debate 
on the Bill, he was prepared to re- 
ply.-—-Renwter, -
